Following the introduction in July last 
of the first draft of a Rill to consolidate 
and amend the laws relating We pabhe heaith 
and to duildings, owners of ‘property in 

Hoagkong-met tagether and with experts, 
both legal and technical, drew ap two 
ditferent petitions which weretduly submitted 
to) Government for conaderation. ‘The 
substanceofthese petitions, which practically 
embodied eriiicism§ and suggestions tor the 
improvement of the draft law in the 
inte?ests. of properly owners, was given in 
these columns at the lime of their issue. 
Soon after these there followed another peti 
tion, presented, with a covering leer, to the 
Government by Mr. Ahmet Rumjahbn and 
which was reproduced by us fa evfevse. 
Originating from one who 1s reputed to be 
more or less intimately conversant with 
questions of property in Hongkong, Mr: 
‘Ramjahn's remarks on the Buildings Ordin- 
ance will, have been studied with interest. 
Upon the second reading of the Bill being 
Drought to the notice of the Council on the 
7th August Inst, H. 1. Major-General Sir 
W, J. Gascoigne, the officer then adminis.’ 
tering the Government, remarked that as 

H. i, Sir Henry A. Blake was shortly return: 
ing to the Colony he thought it would: be 
“fairer to him and fairer ta you that the 
same. Chairman should carry through 
the most important matter, which is the 
second reading of the Bill, and the time 
spent in considering it clause’ by clause in 
Committee.” ‘The second reading of that 
Bill was accordingly postponed, and practic: 
ally three months have elapsed during which 
it is retsonable to suppose that the law officer 
of the Crown, in conjunction with the Public 
Works and the Sanitary Departinents must 
have taken into ‘consideration the various 
petitions and suggestions on the Bill in all 
their bearings.» The withdrawal of the 
‘Original draft by the Hon. Sir H. Spencer 
Berkeley, the Attorney General, at the 
meeting of the Council yesterday, and the 
substitution of a new measure points to the 
very material alterations which the Ordin- 
ance must have undergone itt the light, of 
Property owners’ representations. With aview 
to giving our readers an idea of the nature of 
the amendments that have been introduced 
since the [ill was first brought to the notice 
of the Council, we will endeavour, so far as 
space permits, and with the short time avail- 
able, to present a congise summary of the 
most important alterations appearing in, the 
Bill read yesterday for the frst time, One of 
the more important changes is with reference 
to’ European Reservation area, which it is 
proposed should be removed fiom the 
neighbourhgod of Caine Road back to 
Bonham and Robinson Roads, and also 
to include certain) land now in- military 
occupation. ‘he distiict has been defined 
as follows:—“ ‘European — Reservation’ 
means that portion of the: City of Victoria 
which i8 situated on the southern or south- 
eastern side of a dividing line beginning 
from a point on the Pokfulam Road at No. 
1 Bridge and passing along Pokfulam Road, 
High Street, Bonham Road and Caine Road, 
as far as ‘Ladder Sirect, thence: along 
Ladder Strect to Rozatio Street, thence 
along Rozario Street and the northern 
boundary of Inland Lot 574 and bisecting 
Inland Lots 523, 423, 174 and 94, thence 
along the .northern boundaries of Inland 
Lots .100, 1086, 122 and 123, thence along 
Shelley Street and the northern boundary 
of Inland Lot 125, thence along Chancery 
Lane, Arbuthnot Steps, Wyndham, Street 
and Ice House Lane, thence along Queen's 
Koad Central and Queen's Road Kast to 
the eastern boundary of War Department 
land, thence along the western boundary of 
Inland” ‘Lots 474, 47 and 1211 until it meets 
the southern boundary of Inlaud Lot 1210 
produced, thence in a straight line to the 
south-east corner of Inland [ot 12720, thence 
in a straight line to the north-west corner of 
‘Anland Lot 1593, and thence along Wanchai 
Gap Road and Kennedy Road terminating 
at the Junction of Kennedy Road with, 
Queen’s Road East.

In: the case of. agrieved owne

New rales are provided for the. thicknéss of 
estermal and party walls, and if any wall 
exceeds in denath go feet, but does not 
sxcued Go fet eluar of cross-walls, the thick- 
of such wall shall be increased by add- 
af inches to the'thicknesses specified in 
sub-sections i and iiof section tor. In future 
tie rods will be required for external walls more 
than 30 ft. in length, as will be scen from the 
following -—" Any external wall of a build: 
ing exceeding 30 feet in, length, clear of 
cross walls, shall be secured at the level of 
each upper floor and at the ceiling or rool 
with wrought iron tie reds not less than rf 
inches in diameter, spaced not more than 
to feet apart and extending through such 
external wall and the nearest parallel wall of 
such building, The tie rods to have serew- 
ed ends with nuts bearing upon wrought |” 
iron washer plates not less than 18 inches 
square by halfan inch in thickness or cast 
iron washer plates. ta be approved by the 
Building Authority, and the brickwork of 
cach wall for its~full thickness and for an 
area of 2 square feet round the end of cach 
ue rod to be built in’ cement mortar.” 
If-section 134 of the Bill becomes Jaw, no 
encroachment shall be made hereafter on, 
over, ar into Crown land by any verandah, 
balcony, or by any structure whatsoever 
unless under certain conditions specified in 
sub-sections i, ii, iii and iv of that section, 
They are as (ullows :—‘! No balany shall, 
execpt with Lhe consent of.the Governor in 
Council, he hereafter projected over any 
street whether public or private which ts less 


than twenty-five fect in width, No verandah, 


shall, except with the permission of the 
Governor in Council, he hereafter projected 
over any street whether public or private 
which is less than fifty feet in width, No 
verandah shail'hereafter be erected, except 
with the consent of the Governor in Coun- 
cil, on any storey higher than the second 
storey, unless such verandah fronts on a 
street of not les§ than sixty feet in width.” 
The internal area of every kitchen in cvery 
domestic building, and every floor of a 
domestic building which is separately let for 
dwelling purposes shall in no case be less 
than S0 square feet. ‘The deplorable loss of 
life in Chinese tenement houses, which has 
had to be recorded ‘from time to time in 
the case of a conflagration breaking out 
in the native quarters of the City 
has called forth the need. for the 
provision of fire escapes. ‘These are pro- 
vided under the new draft, and we give 
the section, 148, as printed in the Bill:— 
“Every new building shajl be provided, on 
every storey the floor'of which is mote than 
forly fect above the level of the street, with 
such means of escape in the case of fire for 
the persons dwelling or employed therein, 
asthe Building Authorily may reasonably 
require. ‘The provisions of this section, 
shall, ofter thevexpiry of three years from the 
date of the ‘commencement of this Ordin-, 
ance, apply to existing buildings.” ‘There are 
minor alterations with réference to windows, 
cubicles and rooms, compensation being pro~ 
vided in the event of the refusal of the Gover- 
nor in Council to grant certain exemptions, 
Sections 176, referring to provisions with 
regard to open spaces: around buildings on 
land not yet sold by the Grown, and. 177, 
respecting provisions in regard to Open spaces. 
around buildings on land already sold by 
the Crown, which appeared inthe old Bill, 
are now omitted from that under considera: 
tion. Section 179 stipulates that scavenging 
lanes are to ‘be continuous and to open 
on public thoroughfares. ‘here ave three 
new . sections, Nos. 180, « 181," and 
182 gaverning private ~~ streets, the 
obstruction: of which, by building, 1 is 
proposed to prohibit, and to” section 
183 a compensation clause is attached,.

Lady Macdonald, the charming wife uf the 
British Minister at ‘Tohyo, was one of the 
devated band who heh the fegations at Peking 
agai st the Boxer hordes in t,00. That de- 
fence was not the achievement of the men 
only—the ladies Worker! with a cheerfulness 
and devotion that never flagged, at nursing the 
sick, at making sandbags, and the innumerable 
other maticr, of daily import whch fell to 
their shire. Lady Macdonald was especially 
to the fore in tender and unsparing atten- 
tioa, to the sick and wounded, and the 
Emperor of Germany has recognised this by 
sending to herthe Medatof the Red Cross, a 
decoration instituted by himself in October, 
1898, It is described as aliandsome cross with 
four crowns attached, the front having the 
Jetters “W.RL (Wilhelm Rex), and“ AV." 
(Auguste Victoria), while on the back is graven 
“Fiir Verdienste an d.s Rothe Kreuz’).
